MAX THELEN 
ARGUES FOR

_Hearing Ends; Commission 
to Give Verdict in Four 
Months 

[EXCLOSIVE DEAPATOR) 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 27.—Max 
Thelen, counsel for the city of 
Los Angeles, closed the argument 
on the union station plan for the 
Plaza site in Los Angeles before 
the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission today. He followed T. J. 
Norton of the Santa Fe who ar- 
gueéed against any union station as 
far as the Santa Fe was concerned 
and who attacked the Plaza site 
as no better than the present San- 
ta Fe property. 

Norton declared that if the un- 
fon etation squabble had not been 
injected into the situation in Los 
Angeles the Santa Fe would have 


built a new terminal of its own on 
the present station site for its sole 
use. Counsel argued that the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission 
has no authority under the law to 
compel the carriers to build a un- 
ion terminal anywhere. 

The commission has one hun- 
dred and twenty days in which to 
render a decision in this case and 
will take the full limit of time 
before rendering a decision. In 
case the commission orders a un- 
fon station it is the present inten- 
tion of all the carriers involved 
to appeal to the Federal courts.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 27.-——Pres- 
ident Coolidge today conferred 
with Brig.-Gen. Herbert M. Lord, 
Director of the Budget, on the 
postal pay and increased Congres- 


the status of the Treasury. The 
latest figures produced by the 
Postoffice Department now indi- 
cate that the increased postal 
revenue bill as agreed upon by the 
Senate. and the House will fail 
to produce enough revenue to pay 
the increased postal salaries and 
that a deficit of more than $20,- 
000,000 remains. 

The increased Congressional! 
salaries bill will take $1,350,000 
out of the Treasury and the esti- 
mated surplus in the Treasury at 
the end of the fiscal year ts 
$68,000,000, leaving a surplus of 
approximately $40,000,000 if the 
President signs both bills. 


COURSE NOT INDICATED 

Thus far the President has not 
indicateq what he intends to do 
with either of these measures. It 
is understood that Secretary Mel- 
lon of the Treasury Department 
has told members of Congress that 
the Treasury can stand the in- 
crease in Congressional salaries, 
but it follows as a natural conse- 
quence that if the President is to 
sign that bill he must, of neces- 
sity, sign the postal pay bill un- 
less he wishes to place wpon 
Congress the whole responsibility 
for raising ite own salary in the 
economy

SINCERITY MARKS 
LEIBER’S BRUTUS | 


The magnificent and pitifully 
weak Julius Caesar lived again at 


through the presentation of Fritz 
Leiber and his company. 

Of all of Shakespeare's dramas 
this one written about the fall of 
one of the world’s greatest war- 
riors, is perhaps the best known. 
It is characterized by more sim- 
plicity and greater breadth than 
any of the others of Shakespeare's 
creating. Its lines are as limpid 
as those of “Romeo and Juliet,” 
but lack the latter's yhyme and 
.ffectation. 

Yet, despite this, Lelber’s pre- 
sentation of “Julius Caesar” will 
probably be the most disappoint- 
ing of this great artist’s repertoire. 
For somehow it lacked the verve, 
the vitality, the human quality 
that has so characterized his Ham- 
let, his Petruchio, his Romeo, and 
lifted his D’Artagnaen into immor- 
‘ality. This is speaking of the 
production as a whole, and dees 
not include individual perform- 


Last year Lieber played the role 
of Mare Antony in this play, while 
this-year he enacted the less sym- 

pathetic, 
| ficult character of Brutus. From 
comments heard last evening at the 
‘theater it was most apparent that 
many preferred him Antony. 
Yet probably there is no figure on 
the stage today who is better 
fitted to bring to Brutus the sym- 
and understanding which 
Leiber gained for him. For by 
the very quality of immeasurable 
tenderness which Leiber’s voice 
possesses does he make one feel 
the troubled, sincere and earnest 
sweetness of Brutus. 

Next to Leiber, Frank Peters 
fave the best individual perform- 
ance in the title role. Not even 
In the slightest detail of gesture or 
mannerism did he fail to charac- 
terize the majestic, power-drunk- 
en man. His first appearance in 
festal gobes, the crowd awed and 
silent as he spoke, and his words 
received as those of an aracle were 
— out with dramatic artis- 

John Alexander made of An- 
thony a sibilant, unpr*possessing 
personality, during the first three 
acts. But In his speech over the 
dead Ceasar he wholly and drama- 
tically redeemed himself. His re- 
pressed emotion, tinging dcepest 
grief, and flaming anger, was a 
thing at which to wonder. 

Even with her few lines as 
Portia, wife to Brutus, Virginia 
Brosoon, failed to give us any- 
‘thing but a theatrical, over-acted 
character. 

Perhaps the most effective bit of 
presentation was the ironical em- 
phasis through which Caesar’s 
shade was made to be more pow- 
erful to avenge his fall than he 
himself was the guard against it.

Chiefly interesting on the sym- 
phony program piayed yesterday 
afternoon and to be repeated this 


evening, was the rendering of De- 
bussy’s three pieces under the 
genera] title, “La Mer.” They 


were heard for the first time yes- 
terday, as with most Debussy they 
were subtle and largely of pastel 
color. 

A soloist of the distinction of 
Alfred Cortot could not be, other 
than of first import in the realm of 
music, and although the Beethoven 
fifth concerto could give but a 
very little idea of his real musi- 
cianship to the person who has not 
heard him before, he was more 
than wel) received, responding to 
bow many times at the conclu- 
sion of the mumber. 

Nothing very startling could be 
said about the rendition given the 
work, which, although famous, cer- 
tainly does not represent Beethoven 
at his best. There are not very 
many really good piano concertos, 
and the best ones have become 
hackneyed. What can a _ pianist 
choose? This particular concerto 
is not rich in lovely thmeset; in- 
stead, it is put together with 
thirds and sixths and dominants 
and tonics, with any number of 

“conjunctional’ chromatic scales. 
Even taking the liberty of follow- 
ing the performance with the score 
proved to be less entertaining than 
with some concertos, Cortot is a 
splendid artist, and he puts his 
soul into his playing at recitals; 
it is regrettable that we are not 
to hear him this season in the 
capacity. 

bussy’s “La Mer” is made up

A bill for the regulation of 
weights and manufacture of cot- 
ton duck is soon to be presented 
to the State Legislature in the 
form of Assembly Bill No. 796. ac- 
cording to Andrew Swanfeldt, 
chairman of the legislative com- 
mittee of the Southern California 
Tent and Awning Manufacturers’ 


. Association. 
The bill. as proposed, is badly 
needed,” Mr. Swanfeldt said, “as 


it regulates a commodity in which 
there has heen a great deal of jug- 
giery in the. past and should be 
standardized so that the consumer, 
regardiess of where he buys his 
cotton materials, will receive ab- 
solutely the same weight, construc- 
tion and width. ; 

“As it is now, we have a twenty- 
nine-inch eight-ounce duck con- 
taining about seven and one-fourth 
square feet, a thirty-six-inch eight- 
ounce duck containing approxi- 
mately nine square feet and a for- 
ty-inch eight-ounce duck which 
contains approximately ten square 
feet.

PASADENA, Feb. 27.—Ideas of
